The Jews Weddings were kept in the Night; the 
Bride ſtays at home ; the Bridegroom goes to fetch 
L = the Bride; then the Bride-maids go forth to meet 
/ him ; and it being in the Night, they have lighred 
- Lamps in their Hands; and ſo go in wath him to 
the Marriage-Fe&aſt. The Bridegroom is Jeſus 
Chriſt ; the Bride is.the Church of God : What is 
"that? Why, you'l ſay, all the true-hearted People 
of God. It is true, all God's People are the 
Church : But if you make this ro be the Bride, who 
are the wiſe Virgins? Are not they the People of 
God too ? For this and other reaſons, I conceive, 
that though the whole Church is Chriſt's Spoule, 
yet here 1s meant a particular Church : by the 
Bride therefore we .underſtand the Church of the 
Jews. There is a great deal of Scripture for. this, 
in P/al. 45. in the Book of Solomon's Song ; elpe- 
cially Rev. 19. 7, 8, 9. Let us be glad and rejoice, 
for the Marriage of the Lamb is come, and his Wife

| - therein iis repreſented the State of the Geritiles, and 
| ſomething that will happen to them betore the 
Converſion of the Jews. Fhe Jews are now 1n 
their Synagogues: blaſpheming ; but the Lord is 
coming to call them ; and .here is nn-Alarm to 
awaken the Virgins; The Lord is coming. ; 
| Queſt. Who are theſe Virgins ? LS 
| Anſw. 1. They are Gentiles. :

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ſpeaks to us all. . 


2. They are Chriſtian Gentiles,. they go forth to 
meet the Bridegroom ; they have reſpe& to Chriſt : 
ſo they muſt beeither Proteſtants (taking the word 
ina large ſenſe) or Papiſts.. Now, 

3. Theſe are Proteſtant ' Gentiles. Compare 
with this Rev. 14. 4. Theſe were not defiled with 
Women, for they are Virgins; Tt was ſpoken of the 
144000 redeemed from Popery. Now ſee Rev.17. 
5. — Mother of Harlots.— Rome is the Mother of 
Harlots ; Popiſh Churches are Harlots, and Pro- 
teſtant Churches are Virgins. Now theſe are of 
two ſorts : 

1.. Carnal graceleſs Proteſtants. 
2, Spiritual gracious Proteſtants; 

Theſe make up the wiſe and fooliſh Virgins :: 
ſome have only a Lamp of Profeſſion ; ſome Oyl of 
Grace : Theſe go forth to meet the Bridegroom. 

This was, I ſuppoſe, when Proteſtancy became 
the Religion of- Kings and Nations, and was viſi- 
ble in the World : Rev: 14. 12. Here is the Patience 
of the Saints ; here are they that keep the Commazna- 
ments of God, and the Faith of Jeſus, 1. e, the Pro- 
teſtants : a People that cleave to the Scriptures of 
the Old and New Teſtament, (called the Commana-- 
ments of God, and Faith of Jeſws,) Now here is 
vmTopeor, the Expectation of the Saints; 4. e. the 
time of: their going forth to meet the Bride- 


groom. 


Theſe Proteſtants fall afleep : While the. Bride- 
groom tarried,they all ſlumbered and flept : There they 
lie ſlumbering and ſleeping till there come,a lond 
Cry. at Midnight ; and then they look for their 
Lamps,. and happy. they that have Oyl :.
